A SILENT T STATESMAN, : 


F The thirtieth President of the United 
States, Calvin Coolidge, of | Massachu- 
‘setts, is the sixth whose elevation has 
resulted from‘the accident of denth, The 
Vico-Presidency is and? has lang been 
regarded cither as the supreme reward of 
very molest talents, or (to: take the case 
of Theodore Roosevelt) ag an oubliette 
into which “disturbing and toe pertina- 
vious ispirants to office may he dropped 
by party leaders. ,° 


. He,is the sevond mas born ie Vermont 
to hold office as President: and it .is 
worth noting that his predecessor {rom 
that Stuate.; Chester Arthur, is alsu nmong 
the ¥ice- -Presidents fortuitously clovated, 
‘Mr. Coolidge is a New Englander in: the 
yery fullest aeceptation of the term. He 
iss not tall, but is ahove the average 
height of man; ho is slender, clean 
shaven, slow moving, sparing and deli- 
berate ‘of speech, and of nn almost exces: 
sive reserve in his dealings with his 
fellow-:mens Whether he unbeuds in the 
society 6f his charming wife and, their 
two manly and handsome sons it Would 
be impossible to say;. bute certain it is 
that he has nono‘ of the outward: attri- 
butes. of the successful politician. The 
genial expansiveners “which Mr: Harding 
brought with him from the MidWe West 
has no reflection inthe jecld sedateness 
of this descendant of the‘ ‘Pilgrims. 


Mr. Coolidge is 31 years of age. He 
was hort gn July 4th, 1872 (the ‘only 
President to’ clainy the national holiday 
as. his hirthday), at Plymouth, Vermont, 
and wai 23 whén he took his B.A. ‘at 
Aimherst, one of the most famous of the 
Massgchusetta universitics, Fe studied 
law at Northiumpton, Mass., and in 1897. 
began te practise there, His life, indeed, 
was for many years hounded, if not by 
Northampton, at least by the Stute of 
Massachusetts. He was ma ude 4 couneil- 
man of the city in 1899, he was president 
of a local savings bank, he was’ city 
solicitor "in 19001001, and Clerk of ‘the 
Courts in 1904—the same year which saw 
hing chairman .;of the Republican City 
Conunittee, and» for the first time taking 
wv modest, prominence in matters politival, 
In 1910 he. was elected Mayor of North- 
sunpton for a year, and in 1912 his city” 


sent him to the State Senate, whore: he 


remained until 1915, for the last year of 
that period as presiding officer of the 
body. , 
"THE WOSTON STRIKE. ie 
His history,” indced, is of a Blow widen- 
ing of the orbit of his influence. In 
1910-17-16 he was Lieutenant-Governor 
of Masbachusetts, from which post he 
moved upward to the Governorship in 
i919. Tt was while he held this Inst office 
that events conspited . to hring him into, 
and for several ‘weeks, to keep him in, 
the field of national vision. The police of 
Boston went..on strike, and 4 situation 
arose of much local danger, but also of 
wide « political . importanee--since the 
example of Boston would certainly be 
followed. Mr. Coolidge met the emer- 
gency with. courage. and firmness, “He 
held inimoyably to the Lelief that the 
special position of those charged with the 
maintenance of order threw upon them 
peculiar’ responsibilities, and he demand- 
ed—and ‘was successful jn securing—a 
resumption of duty as a condition preee- 
dent to any discussion of grievances.

He be- 
came, ipsa facto, an ‘isset to the Repub- 
lican+ Party, ‘and there was "no surprise 
when his nomination as Vice-President 
en the ticket headed by Mr. Harding 
caine in’ 1920,
